ib them which ſoall doe contrary, according to rhe Lawes and mſages of the 
Realme ; and herewnto all Swbjclis are bound io aide the King, as ther Ehboraigts 
Lord at all ſeaſons, when neede ſv2t be. And whercas We underſtand, Tliat exprei-

He Lords and Commons haying peruſed His Majeſties Proclamation forbid- 
ding all His Majzeſties SubjzeRs, belonging to the Trained-Bands, or 1Miltia 
1 of this Kingdome to riſe,march, muſter, or exerciic, by vertue of any Order oy 
Oxdinance of afy one or both Houles of Parliament, without conicnt or Warrant 
from His Majeſtie, upon paine of puniſhment according to the Laves. 

Doe thereupon declare, That neither the Statute of the ſeyench of Edward the firſt 
therein youched, nor any other Law of this Kingdome doth retraine, or make void 
the Ordinance agreed upon by both Houſes of Parliamen:, tor che ordering and dil. 
pofing the CAMlitia of the Kingdome, in this time of ext:came and imminent dan- 
ger, nor expoſe his Majefties Subje&ts to any puniſhment for obeying the ſame,Not- 
withſtanding that his M:jeſtie hath ref ded to give his conſent to that ordinance : 
but ought to be obeyed by the fundamentall Lawes of this Kingdom. 

The Declaration of 7,Ed.z1. Ouoted in His Majeſtics Proclamation, ruuneth thus. 
T2 King co the Juftices of His Bench ſendeth greeting: Whereas of late be 
4 fore certaine Perlons deputed to ticate upon lundry debates, had berweene Us, 
and certaine great men ct Our next Parliament, after proviſion ſhall be made by Us, 
and che Common Aſleut of the Prelates, Earles,and Baruns, That in all Parliaments, 
Treaties an other aſſemblies which ſhouli be made in the Realme of England for 
ever, That every man ſhall come without all force and Armourwell and peace- 
ably to the Honour of Vs, and the peace of Vs and Our Realme. And now in 
our next Parliament at Weſtmmfeer, after the laid Treaties the Prelates, Earles Ba- 
rons,and the Commonalty of Our Realme there aſſembled, to take advice of this

He occaſion ofthis Declaration was for che reſtraint of Armed men from com- 
ming to the Parliament, to dilturbe the peace of it, andis very improperly al- 
ledged for the maintenance of fuch Leavies , as are now raiſed againſt the Parlia- 
ment. Thetitle of the Statute being thus, To all Parliamen:s, and Treaties, every 
man ſhall come without Force and Armes. So that the Queſtion is nor, whether ic

unto; and whatthey doe hercin,hath the Seamp of Royall Authoti.y, although Hs Majeſty 
ſcduced by evill Counſell, doe inn His owne Perlon, oppoſe, or interrupt the ſame. For the Kings 
S-ipreame Power, and Royall Plcalure,is excrcifed and declared in this High Court of Law,and

orher his Majcities Officers and Miniſters ought to be ſibſervient to that power and authority, 
which the Lay hath placed in his Majeilie to that parpſe, though he himlelf in his own perſon 
ſhould nrglcR che ſame, | 

Wheretore the Lords and Commons doe declare the faid Proclamation to be yoyd in Law, 
and of none effe&t, For that by the conſtitution and Policy of this Kingdome, the King by his 
Proclamationcannot declare the Law c-ntrary to the Judgement and Reſolution of any of the 
infeciour Courts of Juſtice, much leſſe againſt the High Court of Parliamemt ; for if it were ad- 
mitted, chat the King by his Proclamation may declare a Law, thereby his Prochamations will 
in effect become Lawee, which would turne to the ſubyerting of the Law, and the Reghts, and 
Liberties ofthe SubjeRs, | 

And he Lords and Commans doe recuire and command, ail Conſtables. -Conftables, 
and all other his Maicſties Offcers, and tubje&s whatſoeyer, tomuſter, Levie, Raiſe, March, 
and Exerciſe, or to Summon or Warne any upon Warrant fram the Liev:enants, Depury-Licy- 
tenant<,Captai 45 other Officers ofthe "Trained badns,and all others according to the” laid 
Ordinance of bott: Houles;and ſhall not prefume to Muſter, Levie,Raiſe, March, Exerciſe, by 
vereue of any Commiſſion, or ether Authority whatſoever, as they will anſwer the contrary at 
their perills ; and in their fo doing, they doe further declare, That they ſhall bee protected 
by the power and Authority of! both Houſes of Paliament ; And that whoſoever ſhall 
oppoſe, queſtion, or. hinder them inthe execution of the ſaid Ordinance, ſhall bee proceeded a» 
gaia!t as yiolatgrs of the Laws, and ay nn" peace ofthe Kingdome, 
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
